ORDER 

WHEREAS on the 4 th day of July, 2019 the Accused was found Not Criminally 
Responsible on Account of Mental Disorder on the following charge(s) under the 
Criminal Code in the Supreme Court sitting at St. John's: 

One breach of section 235(1) (murder); 

One breach of section 267(a) (assault with a weapon); 

One breach of section 270.01 (1)(a) (assault peace officer with weapon); 

One breach of section 249.1(1) (flight from peace officer); and 
One breach of section 333.1 (1)(a) (motor vehicle theft). 

WHEREAS on the 4 th day of July, 2019 the Accused had been remanded in custody by 
the Court pending a disposition by the Review Board; 

AND WHEREAS a review of this case was conducted on the 1 st day of October, 2019; 


IT IS ORDERED, pursuant to section 672.54(c) of the Criminal Code of Canada, that 
the Accused be remanded to hospital subject to the following conditions, that he: 

1. be accommodated on ward N4B of the hospital; 

2. adhere to the treatment recommendations of his psychiatrist and treatment/risk 
management team; 

3. provide samples for urine toxicology as required by the team; 

4. refrain from the use of non-prescribed drugs, including alcohol and cannabis; 

5. not have possession or carry any weapon as defined in section 2 of the Criminal 
Code*; and 

6. when clinically appropriate, be granted privileges up to a maximum of 
unsupervised off hospital grounds for up to 1 hour, 4 times a day, at the 
discretion of his treatment team. 


THIS IS THEREFORE TO COMMAND you, the Administrator of the Waterford Hospital, 
in Her Majesty's Name, to execute the terms of this Order.
